The proposal of the. company is
contained in the letter to Secretary
Gadeky, which follows in full:
“Mr. H. F. Gadeky, Secretary

“Dear Sir:

*Assistant Engineer McClure recent-
Iy called upon you and certain repre-
sentatives of the city and business in-
terests of Torrance, concerning better-
ment of right of way conditions in
Cabrillo avenue, between Carson street
and the Torrance depot.

“As stated to you on the ground,
the following propositions were sub-
mitted to our company:

“1. Curbs should be plnoed along
both sides of the Pacific Electric right
of way, from the end of the present
paved crossing near the depot and
extending sogtherly to the crossing at
Carson street. 'The cost of these
curbs is estimated at $1630.00.

“2. Paved crossing, 46 feet wide,
proposed to be installed about midway
between the present crossing near
depot and Susana avenue.

“3. The present 26-foot . crossing at
Susana avenue proposed to be widened
to 60 feet, by extending the crossing
36 feet morth. Fo place the track in
shape for these two crossings will
ecost approximately $515.00, and the
cost of paving the two crossings will
be approximately $720.00,
